PACKING. 

During the last week we have n'et pack- 
trains at the rate of four or five a day return- 
ing from the Forks. The number ot ani- 
mals paokiiig between Yale, Lylton,Cayniish 
and the upper country is estimaleil at nearly 
2000, and the prices of mules and Cayuse 
horses are on. the rise, lloises coming in 
from 0.»goi' are snapped up at prieoa vary- 
ing from S80 to $90 a head. A lot of 18 
were bought on the road the other side of 
DavidsoiVs Ranch for S70 eaoh, and were 
considered a bargain. 

OREGON PACKERS. 

No cattle and but few trains have as yet 
arrived from Oregon, and it is^thought tbo 
number on the way is not so great as antici- 
pated, owing tolhe reports spread about that 
very heavy aiid aliliust prohibitive duties 
had been iinpo.-ed 011 llie lioolier. In some 
cases whore the packers from Oregon were 
withoul/ijn.fl'n'oij;, or tried to smuggle across, 
gooils "duflicient to pay the dnlies wore 
sei/.eil by ihe Colleclnr at Roek Crook. T!in 
dudes and (in&s eaniiol aliog-ltier anuiiint to 
more than 15 per cent. »</ fo/iirei/i duty, 
which is very far from being prohibitive, as 
those Oregonians who are coming ihroufjh 
this year will find when they balance their 
aecouius iu the tail. , : ' .

I will 
give you lunher particulars of the coiialry 
around Horselly in a future letter. 'I'lie 
pack-trains, consisting id Cayuse barses, 
will keep to the roails between U'iHiains 
Lake and CaiiDoo, as they are better able to 
get through the mud. The mules will mostly 
pack between the Lake and the Lower 
Frase.'. 

LATER FROM SNOWSIIOF. 

I have ju.<t received later rnlotmalion from 
Snowshoe, from a miner who has been up 
there prospecting and whoso account can be 
relied on. He "states there are plenty of 
creeks in tin* neiy hborhooil of .Antler ; but il 
is inipos^ible to pros|)eet tliein, the snow 
being from 8 to 10 feet deep. Soowshoes 
we*e hard to get at S20 a pair. The whole 
of Autler Creek had been taken up from i:s 
head to where it widens and runs over a 
large flat.
